HONG KONG, August 7.—(By the Associated Press)—Casualties 


in (he typhoon and tidal wave which last Wednesday swept the port of 
Swatow, 250 miles north of here, are now estimated at 10,000. 


Another British steamer, in adidlion to the two previously re- 


ported ashore, was bound from Honj Kong to Shanghai when she met 
the fury of the typhoon and was wrecked, but her passengers were saved. 


Desolation hovers over the mined city and horror 
haunts 
its 


streets. In the native quarters, hundreds of corpses and the carcasses of 
animals are mingled with the debris. It is estimated that more than 75 
per cent of the city's buildings were destroyed, including the silk knitting 
factories and the old German consulate. 


The American consulate and the Standard 
Oil Company's ware- 


house were slightly damaged. Swatow Chinese newspapers rciwrted tha( 
lawless elements raided houses of typhoon victims and held up passersby 
fcr plunder, but prompt action by police prevented wholesale looting. 


The captain of the steamer llsinwah arriving today from Swatow 


told the Associated Press correspondent, that his vessel, fifteen miles be- 
fore reaching Swatow from Shanghai, encountered 
corpses ami car 


casses floating on the ebb tide. 


On Double Island, the summer resort 
of Swatow's foreign com- 


munity, not «. single house was intact. Inside Swatow harbor lioats that 
took refuge there presented one mass of wreckage. 
Refugees had been 


caught like rats in traits and corpses floated in a promiscuous heap.

shopmen's, union, and T. Dewilt Cuyler, chairman of the Association of 
Railway Executives, outlining the plan which he hoped would result in 
speedy termination of the strike. 


Mr. Harding in his message asked that both parties to the dispute 


agree to comply with the decision rendered on seniority 
by the railroad 


labor board.

At the primary election}. Tuesday, 


the officials 
conducting the same 


ivill be frequently confronted 
the question : "What 
qualifications 


are necessary to entitle one to vote 
a party ticket at such primary?" 
Cpou the determination of the ques- 
tion of party affiliation by the pre- 
cinct election officials will depend 
largely how many electors shall cast 
their ballots next Tuesday. 


Section 4080 of tiie General Code 


of Ohio provides: 


"At such 
election 
only 
legally 


qualified electors or such as will be 
legally qualified electors at the next 
ensuing general election may vote 
and all such electors uiay vote only 
in the election precinct where they 
reside, and it shall be the duty of 
the challengers and of the judges, 
and the right of any elector, when- 
ever there is reason to doubt the 
legality of any vote that may be of- 
fered to. interpose a challenge. The 
cause of a challenge shall be that 
the person challenged has received 
Or been promised soimt valuable re- 
ward or consideration for his vote: 
that he has not previously affiliated 
with the party whose ticket he now 
desires to vote. Affiliation shall be 
determined by the vote of the elector 
making application to vote, at the 
last general election held in even 
numbered years." 


An examination of nil the pro- 


vision of the election laws will dis- 
close that no provision is made for 
jthe determination of the party af- 
filiation which qualifies a person to 
vote a party ticket Et a Primary 
election, but. on the contrary, it is 
made the duty of the challengers 
and the judges-, and the right of 
any elector, to interpose a challenge 
if thi-rc is any reason to doubt the 
legality of any vote that may be of- 
fered.

the railway strike. The men won't return unless their seniority 
rights arc restored, .and the railroads refuse to restore them.

What nre " seniority rights"? B. M. Jewell, president of 


the Railway Employes' Department, A. F. of L., 
defines "sen- 


ority rights" for the readers of The Times. Below is his answer):

EXIOIiITY RIGHTS" involve principally, first, the right 


the senior employe to be the last laid oft in a reduction 
forces; second, the right of the senior employe to bare 


the first preference in selection for vacancies iu preferable jobs. 


The first right is of great importance. 
It 
results in en- 


couraging permanent employment and the building of homes. 


The railway employes, ns a group, nrc steady workers. They 


will average between 10 nnd 25 years in 
continuous service. 


With the increasing certainty of 
permanent employment 
t h e 


longer they remain In the service, they nro encouraged to buy 
homes and to establish themselves in community activities with 
assurance of continuous livelihood. To deprive the men of these 
rights would opernu; so that in the event of reducing forces the 
railroads would be permitted to discharge the senior 
employes 


and to retain men engaged for only a short 
time in transporta- 


tion service.
